Lebanese bury 
raid victims; 
vow revenge 

BEIRUT, May 24 (AP) — Sidon, Leba- 
non’ s third largest city, staged a general strike 
Saturday to mourn seven Sidonians killed by 
shellfire Friday. Massive funeral processions 
were held for the victims in the shuttered city 
60 km north of the Israeli border, with 
crowds demanding revenge. 

The Lebanese Army Command in Beirut 
blamed Israeli-backed militias of renegade 
army Maj. Saad Haddad for Sidon' s bom- 
bardment. Original reports from the city said 
three were killed and 12 wounded. The army 
communique said four died overnight from 
wounds, pushing the death toll to seven. 

The communique said the two artillery 
shells that hit Sidon' s crowded vegetables 
market came from postions within Haddad's 
enclave, which is 10km deep in southern 
Lebanon along the 100 km long border with 
Israel. 

The shells struck a few hours after Had- 
dad's ‘‘Voice of Hope” radio station 
charged that civilian travelers from the 
endave were being harassed by Sidon ian 
nationalist militiamen allied with Palestinian 

co mmand os. , 

Meanwhile, tension ran high about kilome- 
ter north of the U .N. lines where commandos 
and their nationalist Lebanese allies clashed 
Friday with militiamen for “ Amal. ” 

Reports from the scene said five combat- 
ants were killed and 11 wounded in the 
dashes that followed a spate of kidnappings 
and counter-abductions. An Amal com- 
munique accused commandos and their allies 
of mounting an all-out assault against our 
positions in the village of Zefta, causing 
heavy damage and casualties. ” 

Zefta, which has a predominantly Shiite 
population, is dose to Nabatiyeh, the main 
commando stronghold town in southern 
Lebanon abput 15km north of the Israeli 
frontier. AmaT s attempt to assert authority in 
commando territory is believed to be causing 
'increased friction between the two sides. 
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Autonomy 
thaw seen 
by Cairo 

CAIRO, May 24 ( AP) — Palestinian aut- 
onomy talks involving Egypt. Israel and the 
United States are expected " to resume any 
moment” the usually reliable October 
magazine predicted Saturday. 

The talks were broken off by Egypt May 8 
after it blamed Israel of intransigence. But 
the weekly said the talks would resume 
“ because none can take the responsibility for 
freezing them and the United States does not 
need such a failure. " 

Egypt’s Vice-President Hosni Mubarak 
currently in the United States, met with U.S. 
president Carter Friday, to explain Egypt? s 
reasons for reversing an initial derision to 
resume the talks and to discuss means of get- 
ting negotiators back to the table. 

He relayed “ a number of alternatives ” 
contained in a message from President 
Anwar Sadat, to Carter the magazine 
reported. 

Mubarak is due home Tuesday after a 
stopover in West Germany, the magazine 
said indicating Egypt may be also seeking a 
more tangible Western European role in get- 
ting the talks resumed. 

Senior Egyptian foreign policy makers 
have complained that the European 
Economic Community countries have not 
gone beyond a statement they issued earlier 
this year calling for the recognition of the 
Palestinian rights to self-determination. 

Mubarak was expected to brief West Ger- 
man Foreign Minister Hans Dietrich 
Genscher on Egyptian-Israeli negotiations 
and on the outcome of talks he has held this 
week in Washington, it said. 

White House Press Secretary Jody Powell 
told reporters after Mubarak’s 30-minute 
talk with Carter that the meeting was “ posi- 
tive and useful ” but he refused further com- 
ment. 

Egyptian-Israeli differences over the issue 
were inderscored by an interview with Israeli 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin which 
appeared in Friday’ s editions of the Washing - 
ton Post. 

Speaking of Jerusalem. Begin told the 
newspaper. “ We cannot give up our capital 
for anything in the world. And I don't think 
there would be any argument in the world 
which would convince anyone in this coun- 
try... to redivide Jerusalem for the sake of 
anything. We cannot do that and we won’ V 

Begin said a resumption of the Palestinian 
autonomy talks *' is up to Egypt ” But 
Mubarak said a continuation of the negotia- 
tions depends on IsraeF s attitude. He accused 
Israel of “ creating troubles and hindering 
negotiations” by refusing to discuss 
Jerusalem’s future. 
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Jordan bans T V film 


AMMAN, May 24 (AP) — Jordan Satur- 
day banned the * 'Death of a Princess, ’ ’ 
television film that strained Britain’s rela- 
tions with Saudi Arabia. A government 
spokesman said the telecast “distorts Arab 
traditions and hurts Islamic values." 

Egypt also derided not to show the 
film. It is “immoral” and would not be shown 
in Egyptian theater or on television screen. 
Minister of Information and Culture Man- 
sour Hassan was quoted Saturday as saying. 

Quoted by the newspaper.- 1 1 Ah ram, Has- 
san said an “urgent and full investigation” is 
being undertaken now to “define respon- 
sibilities and circumstances that surrounded 
picturing part of the film in Egypt.” 

He said the film's producing company 


would be blacklisted if it was proved that it 
had “resorted to cheating." Some Egyptians 
participated in the film, including Suzanne 
Abu Taleb. who played the role of the prin- 
cess. The film caused a diplomatic crisis bet- 
ween Britain and Saudi Arabia. 

It dramatized the public execution a prin- 
cess and her lover, who were accused of adul- 
tery. 

The ban came a week after Sadat con- 
demned the film as a "violation of privacy 
and an aggression on the sacredness of family 
life " Sadat, quoted at the time by the October 
magazine said he felt" disgust and revulsion" 
after seeing the movie. Both Sadat and Has- 
san saw the film in private.

Gulf states that are 
members of the IOC have all decided to 
boycott the Moscow Games in July. After the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. Saudi 
Arabia, followed by Bahrain, Qatar and the 
Sultanate of Oman, announced their protest 
boycotts. 

For their part, the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) recently announced that their 
absence from Moscow would be due to a lack 
of preparation for the games by UAE ath- 
letes. An official source confirmed that the 
position had not been taken political reasons. 


The Abu Dhabi authorities, like those in 
Kuwait, have refused to "mix politics and 
sport?’, while condemning the Soviet inter- 
vention in Afghanistan.

SEOUL. May 24 ( AP) — Kim Jae-Kyu. a 
convicted assassin of President Park 
Chung- Hee, and four former KC1A agents 
were hanged early Saturday morning, four 
days after their death sentences were con- 
firmed by the supreme court, government 
sources reported. 

Park and five of his bodyguards were shot 
to death Ocl 26 during a dinner at a KCIA 
building. 

Kim. the former KCIA chief, testified in 
court that he killed the president — who had 
headed an authoritarian regime for IS years 
to help restore democracy to the nation, and 
had no personal political ambitions. 

This brought to six the number of persons 
executed in connection with Park’s assassina- 
tion. One army colonel was executed by a 
firing squad earlier this year.. 

The hanging of the five civilian death con- 
victs was carried out at a Seoul prison before 
dawn, the sources said, but no details were 
immediately available. 

Besides the six condemned to death, 
former presidential chief secretary Kim 
Kae-Won was given a life sentence, and an 
eighth defendant was sentenced to three 
years in prison for destroying evidence. 

Kira Jae-Kyu killed Park and chief presi- 
dential bodyguard Cha Chi-Chul across a 
dinner table at a KCIA safe house, while the 
, former KCIA agents killed four of Park's 
: bodyguards outside the dining room. 

There had been some open movements by 
dissident figures, church activists and stu- 
dents to save Kim Jae-Kyu. claiming he was a 
prisoner of conscience and also a political 
prisoner. 

Lt. Gen. Chun Doo-Hwan. the nation’s 
new military strongman who heads both the 
KCIA and the defense security command. 
strongly denounced the save-Kim move- 
ments as unethical. 

Chun was in charge of the Investigation 
into the assassination case which also impli- 
cated former martial law commander Gen. 
Chung Seung-Hwa. Chung drew a 7-year 
term on charges of helping Kim Jae-Kyu in 
the case. 

The coun accused Kim Jae-Kyu, a top con- 
fidante and a military academy classmate of 
the late president, of trying to take over the 
government after eliminating Park. 







SAPTCO carries 15 milli on passengers

JEDDAH, May 24 — The management of 
Saudi Arabian Public Transport Company’s 
Western Region is surprised with figure:' 
showing that its buses have carried 1 5-million 
passengers since operations began less than a 
year ago. 

“Three days ago we had reached the mark 
of 14,700. 105 passengers," said the director 
of SAPTCDs Western Region. Sheikh 
Muhammad AJ-Hassoun. "With a daily tally 
of around 100,000 for over-the-road (O™) 
services and city services in Jeddah, Taif and 
Mecca, we are now past tbe figure of 15- 

million. „ . . 

“We are surprised at our success, he said, 
"but we feel it vindicates our policies and our 

approach to the services we offer;' 

SAPTCO buses in the Western Region got 
on the road in Ramadan last year, thus as 
Hassoun points out, tbe impressive 15 
million figure comes up before services are a 
year old. The first services were OTR routes 
between Jeddah, Mecca, Taif and Medina. 
The first local city service began m Mecca one 
month before the Hajj and in Jeddah local 


services opened, according to the Hijera 
calendar, on the fourth day of the fourth 
month of the year 1400. or February 20. 

The daily number of passengers now being 
carried on the 1 7 routes in Mecca varies from 
45.000 to 50,000. In Taif, where local ser- 
vices began on, the buses carry some 5,000 
people daily over four routes. And in Jeddah 
buses carry a daily total of around 39.000. 

"At the moment we have nine of our plan- 
ned 11 routes operating in Jeddah.” said 
Sheikh Hassoun. “When our final two routes 
are put into operation in the near future we 
hope to carry around 45,000 passengers a 
day. 

The new Jeddah routes will cover the 
Prince Fahad (Shara Siteen) to downtown 
run. One fact which the figures have revealed 
is that Jeddah has the highest female rider- 
ship, with 10.5 percent of passengers being 
women. 

“I think that this has something to do with 
Jeddah being such a cosmopolitan city, said 
Sheikh Hassoun. "We are pleased also to see 
expatriate women using and enjoying the bus 
services we offer.” 

SAPTCO was established as the result of 


government and private sector cooperation. 
The initial capital was SRI billion with the 
government's share 20 percent, the private 
sector share 20 percent, around 50 percent 
public holdings and the reminder held by 
Genera] Organizations for Social Insurance. 
A five-year management contract is shared 
by the American firms — ATE Management 
and Service Company of Cincinnati. Ohio, 
and DMJM International of Los Angeles. As 
Sheikh Hassoun says, the services are man- 
ned by "a harmonious mix of Saudis and 
other nationalities.” 

To cany out its services the company has a 
modern fleet of German built buses. Neoplan 
and Mercedes. The Ncoplan buses, which are 
used for local city services, seat 4 1 passengers 
and are specially modified to provide a 
women's only section in the front. The Mer- 
cedes are used for OTR routes and to ensure 
the utmost comfort are fully air condi fined 
and fitted with bathroom- toilet, running 
water, tinted windows, curtains and a music 
system. Sheikh Hassoun said ihe company's 
major OTR route was Jeddah to Mecca, par- 
ticularly the service from Jeddah airport to 
Mecca.

Senegal minister 
honored by Saud 

RIYADH, May 24 (Agencies) — Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud AJ Faisal gave a lunch in 
honor of Senegalese Minister of Foreign 
Affairs Mustapha Iynas and his delegation 
Saturday. 

Iynas arrived earlier in the day from Jed- 
dah. He was received at the airport by Prince 
Saud. Sheikh Ali AJ-Sugair, director of the 
foreign ministry office in Riyadh, and other 
officials. 

Iynas arrived in Jeddah Thursday on a 
three-day visit at the invitation of Prince 
Saud. The special advisor to President 
Leopold Senghor. Mustapha Sisse. is accom- 
panying him. 

Prince Saud meanwhile will pay a three- 
day official visit to Bangladesh beginning 
May 51. Bangladeshi Foreign Minister 
Muhammad Shamsul Haq told reporters on 
his return from Islamabad, where he 
attended the Islamic foreign ministers con- 
ference. 

Jordan urges ILO 
to demand that Israel 
dissolve settlements 

GENEVA, May 24 (R) — Jordan asked 
the International Labor Organization (ILO) 
to condemn Israeli settlements in occupied 
Arab territories and to demand their 
immediate dissolution in a draft resolution 
published here. 

The draft to be sumbitted to the 142- 
member ILO’s annual conference opening 
here next month, also .called on member 
states to stop giving help to Israel that might 
support its settlement policy, and asked the 
organization to assist Arabs in countering the 
effects of this policy and of Israeli occupation. 

The draft is one of 16 proposed resolutions 
due to be examined by the conference's 
resolutions committee. 

In a note attached to the draft text, ILO 
Director-General Francis Blanchard said 
that ILO missions to occupied Arab ter- 
ritories. while critical of Israeli settlement 
policies, had not yet had an opportunity to 
examine in depih their effect on development 
and employment prospects for local Arab 
populations.

Says war likely 
if no settlement 
reached on M.E. 

JEDDAH. May 24 (AP)— Crown Prince 
Fahd and First Deputy Premier will begin a 
tour of Morocco and Algeria Sunday. Prince 
Fahd will have talks with the leaders of the 
two countries. 

Meanwhile Prince Fahd was quoted as 
warning Saturday Saudi Arabia would be 
forced to use the oil weapon and even wage 
war if there is no just settlement of the Middle 
East problem. 

The prince was quoted in a newspaper 
interview as saying that superpowerrivaliy in 
the Gulf area could lead to a third world war. 

The conservative Al -Rai Al -Am Kuwait 
newspaper said Prince Fahd was asked in an 
interview whether Saudi Arabia would cut off 
oil supplies to the United States if there was 
no settlement of the Middle East problem. 
The paper quoted the prince as saying: “We 
always like to rule out bad eventualities. We 
prefer to have an understanding through 
dialogue and peaceful means with states that 
influence issues affecting our destiny. 

“At the same time we want the entire 
world to be aware of the sincere desire on our 
part to protect security and economic stabil- 
ity and not to expose oil-consuming nations 
to economic upheavals that would affect the 
world at large. 

“But this does not mean we are going to 
avoid using any weapons ar our disposal to 
raise the possibility of a just solution of the 
Middle East and if the international commun- 
ity fas!', to discern nur good faith. 

“ In ihat case we will be obliged to utilize all 
weapons within our reach." including the 
blood weapon which is more valuable than 
oil. the most costly of all weapons." The 
newspaper also quoted Prince Fahd as saying 
"We confess the dangers besetting us are 
increasing and that attempts to interfere in 
our domestic affairs do exist." 

The policy of the Gulf states was to protea 
the region from foreign intervention which 
would invoke another counter intervention 
that would transform the area into an arena 
of international conflict. 

“If war starts in this region, it will inevit- 
ably and speedily develop into a terrible 
world war." Prince Fahd was quoted as say- 
ing. 

Prince Fahd was quoted as saying that the 
Camp David peace agreement between 
Egypt and Israel was doomed to failure.” 

“We expected this result from the start and 
knew Israel was maneuvering to drive a 
wedge in Arab ranks to gain time and that it 
was not going to implement even a fraction of 
the concessions it was allegedly making under 
the Camp David accord, the prince said. 
“The Arabs must find a solution for their key 
problem through real and practical solidarity, 
which is the only way to force the world to 
respect us and view our questions seriously 
and for gaining more friends and forcing 
enemies to restore rights to their owners. 
Prince Fahd added. 

Prince Fahd said Imperialism. Zionism and 
Communism" were being behind the screen- 
ing of the controversial film Death of a Prin - 
cess in Western countries. Prince Fahd was 
quoted as saying: "Over the past two years 
the Kingdom has been the target of a fierce 
campaign becuase of its opposition lo apartial 
settlement of the Arab-Israeli conflict.” 
"Because of nur role in support of Islam and 
the Musi ims Zionist forces are trying to divert 
our attention by such side battles from our 
stand in support of our nation and our cause.

Newsmen to meet Arabs

WASHINGTON, May 24 — Saudi 
Arabia's Information Minister Muhammad 
A bdo Yamani will take part in next week’s 
National Press Dub events here honoring the 
Arab world, Arab News learned. 

Yamani, who is visiting Washington, will 
meet with American and foreign journalists 
at a “Newsmaker’s Breakfast" at the Press 
Club the morning of May 28. 

Also taking part in the breakfast meeting 
will be Kuwait's Oil Minister Aii Khalifa AI 
Sabah, who will answer newsmen’s questions 
from Kuwait via a live television satellite 
hookup. 

Qatar’s Oil Minister Abdul Aziz Khalifa 
Al Thani. who had been expected to partici- 
pate in the gathering, will not appear, sources 
said. The newsmaker’s breakfast is part of a 
two-day celebration honoring the Arab 

states., The prestigious National Press Club .. 
has arranged the events with the help of the 
Arab League. 

The celebration will culminate in an “Arab 
Night" May 28, which will include a re- 
creation of an Arab souk, a lavish Arab din- 
ner and Arab entertainment The event has 
sparked bitter opposition from local Zionist 
groups, who oppose die participation of the 
Pal es tin e U b eration Organization in the fes- 
tivities. 

In another schedule change, Arab League 
Secretary General Chedli Klibi has been 
forced by recent developments to cancel his 
planned appearance at a Press Club luncheon 
May 27. 


Instead, Dr. Clovis Maksoud, the League's 
Ambassador to the United States and United 
Nations, will address the luncheon in Klibf s 
place, and will speak on the status erf the 
Middle East peace process one day after the 
May 26 deadline for the Palestinian auton- 
omy talks. 

The meeting of the Arab officials and the 
newsmen give a chance for the two groups to 
rind common ground and erase any miscon- 
ceptions about each other. The Arab infor- 
mation ministers, especially, have be?n trying 
to get foreign newsmen to understand life in 
the Arab countries. 

Recently, seven Gulf information minis- 
ters, meeting in Doha, ended a conference 
with an appeal to international media to 
report Arab affairs objectively. Dr. Muham- 
mad Abdo Yamani was present at the meet- 
ing. 

A ministers’. statement said they deplored 
the “vicious?’ information campaign to which 
Arab countries, particularly those ‘in the 
Gulf, were subjected to by foreign media. 

“While endeavoring to bring about a 
dialogue and understanding as a basic princi- 
ple in international affairs, the ministers hope 
that international media will report on Arab 
affairs objectively and impartially,*' they 
said. * 

At the meeting, Qatar was asked to pre- 
pare a study on a joint Arab information 
strategy for submission to the Arab League 
and the ministers signed an agreement to 
establish an information documentation 
center in Baghdad.

CAIRO. May 24 (AP) — The deposed 
Shah of Iran, who underwent cancer surgery 
nearly two months ago. has improved to the 
point where he is able to jog occasionally in 
* the gardens of his palace retreat, medical 
sources, say. 

While. the Shah, 60, has remained clois- 
tered in the 19th century Kubbeh Palace, 
former Empress Farah Diba has been house- 
hunting and three of their four children have 
been sighted in Cairo nightspots. 

“ The Shah is doing well, " said a medical 
source who asked not t o be i dentified." He is 
. .putting on weight slowlybut surely and there 
is noSign that ifae cancer has spread further. ” 

The former monarch underwent an opera- 


tion to have his cancerous spleen removed 
four days after President Anwar Sadat 
granted him permanent exile in Egypt on 
March 24. Doctors later revealed cancer had 
spread to . the liver but was being controlled 
by chemotherapy. 


KUWAIT, May 24 (AFP) - A group of 
Egyptian army officers accused of plotting 
against President Anwar Sadat were con- 
demned to death and executed recently, the 
Kuwait daily Al Watan reported Saturday. 

Quoting sources in Cairo, the paper said 
several other officers involved were given 
prison sentences ranging from 10 years to 
life. The paper did not specify how many 
soldiers were involved altogether but said the 
executions reportedly took place at a bar- 
racks near Abbas si a. 

Al Watan added that pamphlets denounc- 
ing Egypt’s economic and political situation 
have been circulating in die army for several 
months now.

Brezhnev 
shows off 
good health 

MOSCOW, May 24 (AFP) — Leonid 
Brezhnev, rumored in the Western press 
to be gravely ill as recently as last October, 
has made a barnstorming return to the 
international scene. 

The 74-year-old Soviet leader, now 
back at the Kremlin after three foreign 
trips in 10 days, has trouble hiding his 
fatigue at times. But again, he has defied 
soothsayers in the Western press. 

The Kremlin has feigned indifference 
toward the subject ever since foreign cor- 
respondents brought it up 10 years ago. 
Only once, in a 1975 press communique 
alluding to a bad cold, has the official 
Soviet press ever mentioned the matter, 
and that was after a 55-day absence. 

The Western press has been somewhat 
less cautious: first, it said Brezhnev had 
cancer of die jaw, then partial paralysis, 
then cardiac insufficiency. Finally, some 
newspapers pronounced him dead last 
October. 

May 1, Brezhnev himself ended the 
morbid speculation by appearing fit at the 
May Day march. Again, on May 8, he 
appeared in public to attend Marshal Josip 
Broz Tito's funeral in Belgrade, Yugos- 
lavia. 

Keeping up a busy pace, Brezhnev went 
to Poland where he and his eastern-bloc 
allies celebrated the Warsaw Pact's 25th 
anniversary in mid- May. 

As . Kreminologists scratched their 
heads in amazement, Brezhnev shocked 
them one more time, by returning to War- 
saw for die summit May 19 with French 
President Valery Giscard cf Estaing. Once 
again, Brezhnev appeared to be in good 
shape. 

He even started the talks with a half- 
hour long personal statement, without 
notes, and joked with Giscard cf Estaing. 
With his usual advisors around him, 
Brezhnev appeared fully in charge and 
anything but a figurehead. 

Observers still wondered, however. 
Brezhnev appeared to have periods of 
complete luddity, followed by moments 
of vagueness. He seemed lucid particu- 
larly during the mornings, when he walked 
most easily alone and joked frequently. 

At night his face seemed to freeze over, 
as if he were suffering, and he often used 
his hands to look for a chair, almost as if he 
were blind. 

Sonie Western doctors believe he suf- 
fers from arteriosclerosis, a sickness con- 
fined mostly to the elderly that causes 
blood vessels in the head to shrink. The 
illness, which is without cure, causes a 
cutoff of circulation to the brain, but does 
no permanent damage once the blood ves- 
sels open again.

At the other end of the scale, old figures 
showed that a male born in Gabon in 1 960- 
1 961 could expect to live only 25 years and a 
female bom in Chad in 1963-1964 could 
expect to live only 35 years.

Miami police brace for more violence 


MIAMI, May 24 (AFP) — A 25th victim 
of last weekend’s race riots here died Friday 
as police braced for new outbreaks feared this 
weekend. 

Dade County Sheriff Bobby Jones said he 
had indications more violence was brewing. 
As a precaution. 1 ,000 national guardsmen 
continued to surround the black neighbor- 
hood. Some 3.600 were on guard until Wed- 
nesday. 

Miami city police forced police chief Ken- 
neth Harms to reinstate five policemen Fri- 
day by threatening to go on strike. They had 
been suspended after four were accused of 
vandalism during the race riots, and the fifth 
was accused of hitting with his pistol a young 


black woman suspected ot looting. 

The reinstatement followed a street 
demonstration by angry police protected 
against possible snipers by police sharp- 
shooters statined on roofs. 

The demonstrators protested against a 
proposal to amnesty 1,267 people arrested 
during the bloody riots. The police also 
threatened to circulate a petition for the res- 
ignation of Mayor Maurice Ferre, accused of 
slandering police, unless the five were reins- 
tated. 

Blacks went on a rampage last Saturday 
after a jury in Tampa, Florida, acquitted four 
police of beating to death a black insurance 
agent stopped for going through a red light on 


his motorcycle last December. One of the 
four defendants tried to kill himself Friday. 

It was understood that the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation was still hunting for killers 
said to have been hired to slay the four police 
and two other policemen implicated in the 
same case. 

The prosecutor waived prosecution of the 
two because they testified against the other 
four, A member of the jury said they acquit- 
ted the defendants because it was unfair to 
prosecute four and let off two. 

A Tampa black man was charged Friday 
with having fired a gun at the face of a 
policeman on Wednesday night after two 
nights of disturbances in that city, on the 
opposite side of Honda from Miami.

. When President Sadat recently decided to suspend the 
“autonomy talks” with the Israelis, President Carter was able 
quickly to dissuade him. Sadat made his change of mind public 
f soon after. But the veiy next day, he was surprised to learn of 
the Israeli government's declaration of unified Jerusalem as 
the capital of Israel, and had to change his mind once more. 
The talks remain suspended. 

Now Vice-President Hosni Mubarak is in Washington to 
convey Egypt’s point of view to Carter. But there, although 
tlje real feelings of the American administration over the issue 
are quite well known, he is not expected to get a full hearing. 
For Carter’s team is busy with preparations for the Democra- 
tic Party 1 s Convention, whose main business is the nomination 
of its contender for the presidential elections. 

Once this hurdle is safely passed. President Carter will have 
a relatively freer hand to deal with the issue of the Middle 
East. But even then, he will not be able to do much; since he 
will want to lose the fewest votes possible over this to Reagan 
in the presidential elections themselves. It is only after this 
larger hurdle is crossed that Carter will be able to address 
himself fully to the issue. Until then, nothing much can be 
expected from Washington. 

Both the Egyptians and the Israelis realize this. But while 
the Egyptians have no option but to wait, the Israelis are 
resolved to utilize this breathing space fully; knowing that by 
its end. Carter will be free to exert pressure on them. Hence 
the increasing tempo of settlement building in both the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip. The aim is to face Cairo and 
Washington with a Fail accompli when the negotiations 


The resumption of the talks is a certainty — be it after a six 
months' or a year’s stoppage. The Camp David approach has 
become such a cornerstone of American policy over the Mid- 
dle East,' with so much of Carter’s prestige hanging on it, that 
were he to win in the presidential elections as is seen increas- 
ingly possible, he will have no alternative bat to press for the 
resumption of the talks. In fact, and in the unlikely event of the 
president failing to be reelected, a successor will feel bound to 
continue in the same line.

Vance: torn by ideals and loyalty to Carter 


(Editor’s note: The writer, director of the State 
Department’s Bureau of Politico- Military Affairs 
undo- forma- Secretary of State Cyras Vance, from 
January 1977 to July 1979, is now a senior associate 
at the Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace.)

WASHINGTON — 

There are levels upon levels to the drama of 
former Secretary of State Cyrus Vance's story: the 
personal tragedy of a man tom by commitment to 
his own ideals and loyalty to the presidency, the 
struggle with Zbigniew Brzezinslri, President Car- 
tel's national security adviser, over poy/er and pol- 
icy and for the mind of President Carter; and, 
finally, a melancholy statement about Carter him- 
self. 

Vance had three choices after he examined Car- 
tel's plan to rescue the 53 hostages in Iran and after 
he judged that the mission was profoundly ill- 
advised. 

First be could have run, dodged, and bluffed his 
way through questions about whether or not be 
supported Carter’s move. Trying to hold on to bis 
conscience and support the president was what 
former Defense Secretry Robert McNamara sought 
to do in 1967 and early 1 968 when his misgivings 
about the Vietnam War began to-flower. McNam-"" 
ara.a dose friend of Vance, tore himself apart witiL 
this choice, and Vance did not ’want tp follow suit 

Second, he could have swallo Wffd his conscience 
and amply stood up like a good soldier and 
defended the president’s decision. This is the road 
usually taken by many denizens of Washington for 
whom decisions on principle are as common as S 
100 bills on trees. Vance was not going to lie to 
himself or his country about a matter be considered 
so important 

Third, he could have done what he did — find the 
narrowest possible grounds for going against the 
president and say only that presidents must have 
secretaries of state who can support them publidy, 
and that he was resigning solely over the issue of the 
rescue mission, whether or not that mission suc- 
ceeded. Ironically, this was undoubtedly the har- 
dest choice for Vance to make. All of bis breeding 
and training would lead him to support the presi- 
dent. 

No one who has worked with Vance either in the 
Johnson or Carter administrations can recall his 
ever criticizing either man. His credo is that the 
president has so many burdens and such an imposs- 
ible job that he must be given the benefit of the 
doubt. When Vance would return from a White 
House meeting, he never said. *’’The president 
decided against us.” or. “The president didn't 
understand the issue.” He would say simply. “ What 
1 want to do now is this. ...” 

The president always had to be protected. 

It will become fashionable to maintain in coming 
days that he resigned because he was worn down by 
the constant dashes with Bizezinskj. Despite all the 
denials fpr three and a half years, the fact of the 
matter is that these two men did have fundamental 
differences over how to compete for Cartel’s mind 
and what to do in the world. 

While Vance played by marquis of Oucensbury 
rules, it ought be said that Brzezinski was more of a 
street fighter. Vance was always prepared to go into 
a meeting and slug it out, but later there would 


always be shaking of hands and compliments. His 
message to us in the State Department never varied 
from our first day on the j ob.“ Don’ t believe it if you 
hear that someone in the White House is saying bad 
things about you. Even if they are don't respond. It 
will only make matters worse. Damp down those 
stories about differences with Zbig. We're all in this 
together and if s difficult enough.” When he heard 
of an anti- White House leak by someone in die 
State Department, the culprit would be summoned 
to his small inner office for a tongue-l ashing . 

Brzezinski and some of his closest aides, or so we 
in the State Department were told by many journal- 
ists and congressmen, were telling them that Vance 
and his inner drde had all been mesmerized by 
Vietnam, that they were all afraid to use force, that 
they did not understand power, and that all they 
wanted to do was to make concessions to the Soviet 
Union to keep the peace at any price. 

On several occasions, BrzeziiisJri, we were told by 
several members of his own staff, had misrepre- 
sented to the president the positions that Vanoe had 
taken at meetings. The way the system works, 
minutes of meetings are prepared by the National 
Security Council staff and sent to the president 
without anyone outside the White House seeing 
them. Memorandums from cabinet officers to Car- 
ter are covered by another, shorter memo prepared 
by Brzezinskf s staff that summarizes the original 
memo-rand presente 'other views. The staff has a 
well-deserved reputation for fairness in performing 
this task. But according to some of these staffers, 
Bizerinski sometimes put his own memo on top of 
the staff memo, and there would be distortions of 
Vance’s position. 

There was also the occasion, about a year ago. 
when Brzezinski convinced Carter that a whole 
series of leaks against his policy on Iran and other 
areas were coming from the State Department Car- 
ter summoned about 25 of us from the upper levels 


of the department made the accusations, allowing 
no opportunity for us to say that our information 
was that most of the leaks.were coming from doser 
to his own office, and concluded in effect: “if there 
are any more leaks in any more of your areas.

Both men felt that U.S. relations with the Soviet 
Union would deteriorate, but whereas Vance 
wanted to cushion against this by various kinds of 
arms-control and other agreements. Bizezinski 
tended to see aich agreements as lulling the A meri- 
can people into a false sense of security. Brzezinski 
seemed determined at times to turn issues into tests 
of strength between Washington and Moscow, to 
reduce the relationship to force and threats. Vance 
felt that the Soviet Union was indeed another 
superpower, and just as Moscow could not control 
us, we could not control the Russians. He, there- 
fore, reasoned that the competition with Moscow 
could be shaped by a combination of carrots as well 
as sticks. 

Brzezinski wanted to establish an arms- supply 
relationship with China to gain leverage bn Mos- 
cow. Vance argued that only the potential to supply 
arms to Peking would give us leverage and that once 
we had done so the Politburo would discount the 
sale and harden its position toward us. since the 
Russians would have nothing more to lose. 

On Iran. Brzezinski portrayed the hostage situa- 
tion as a demonstration of American global impo- 
tence, and suggested that we had to show our 
strength or suffer the consequences elsewhere.

Brazil’s Indians threatened by gold rush

LONDON, - 

A powerful offensive by senior Brazilian gov- 
ernment officials and influential businessmen has 
been launched against the country’s Indian tribes in 
the name of economic development and national 
security. 

So says Survival International, the London-based 
organization which seeks to protea endangered 
minorities throughout the world. 

One example of the new oppression is the recent 
declaration by the head of Funai, the agency 
charged with the care of Indians, that he supports 
the granting of licenses for private companies to 
exploit minerals, including gold and uranium, in the 
territory of the largest group of undisturbed Indians 
in Brazil, the Yanotnani. 

A support of Indian rights was sacked from the 
directorship of Funai at the end of last year, after 
only seven months in office, to make way for Coi. 
Joao Carlos Nobre da Veiga. He soon began to add 
to the staff officials whose previous experience was 
in military intelligence. 

Until this switch, Funai was regarded by military 
careerists as a “Siberia” — a posting for officers 
whose prospects of promotion were dim. Now. says 


Survival, the ministry of the intenor, which is 
responsible for police and security, is taking a much 
doser interest in the agency. 

Col. Veiga has stated that his job is “not to solve 
the problem of the Indian, but the problem of the 
nation.” He is presiding over plans to decentralize 
many of the functions of Funai to state govern- 
ments, which are consistently hostile to the hinder- 
ance” to their development programs caused by 
Indian reserves and assistance schemes. 

The Interior Minister, Mario Andreazza, had 
promised that the Yanoraani would be given, by the 
middle of this year, a homogeneous territory of 6.4 
million hectares. It would incorporate nearly ail the 
land needed by the 8,000 or so Yanomani who live 
in Brazil. (A further 6,000 live across the northern 
frontier in Venezuela, but the boundary has no 
significance for any of the tribe.) 

However. Veiga has now said 1 that the Yanomani 
ought to be content with four million hectares and 
should put up with whites who want to extract tin 
ore. uranium, gold and diamonds. 

The reduction in size of their promised territory 
means the Indians would lose an area where rich 
gold deposits have recently been found — a move 
that would bar them from any claims to a share in 


what promises to be a “ highly lucrative gd 
says Survival. 

The Yanomani are believed byanthropol 
need all their territory for the hunting andgj'’ 
by which they live. Any reduction would 
in danger, and the fragmentation of their 
separate patches, which also seems likely, x 
even worse.

The forma- 
tion of a committee to explore a 
comprehensive solution that 
might lead to the withdrawal of 
Soviet forces is the be ginning of 
the right course to emphasize the 
basic rights of the Afghan people, 
the paper . said. The paper 
described the resolutions of the 
conference on many Islamic issues 
as of “historic significance” at a 
time when some forces are trying 
to use dubious means against 
Islam. The paper further emphas- 
ized the effectiveness of Islamic 
unity and solidarity which win be 
instrumental in achieving further 
success in many fields in the 
future.

Tons of printed matter were devoted to 
football. All media of communication 
reflected this subject. Photographs of Cramer 
and football stars like Franz Beckenbauer. 
Gerd “Bomber” Mueller and Sepp Maier 
overshadowed the usual celebrities. Bewil- 
dered reporters in Paris, who witnessed how 
FC Bayern, Munich, won the European Crip 
of 1 975, dubbed Cramer as the “Napolean of 
Football Coaches." 

The European Cup of 1975 has been 
intriguing and interesting in more than one 
way. The English team, Leeds United with a 
long traditional football background (The 
Football Association of England existed 
since 1863; whereas the German equivalent, 
DFB was started four decades later in 1 900!) 
was playing against FC Bayern Munich 
coached by Cramer. The result is history. 
Reporters rushed to unanimously glorify him 
as tiie Napolean of football coaches after the 
victory, but unlike Napoleon who did- not 
hesitate to crown himself, Cramer chose to 
view his success as a stroke of good-luck. 

He is full of praise for English Football and 
pointed out that in football, “one needs a 
portion of luck, to win, although the percen- 
tage is unknown..." 

Tbe European Cup of 1 975 has been all the 
more dramatic and exciting since in the first 
four minutes, Bfjorn Anderson was injured. 
Ten minutes later, another German player, 
Uli Hoeness. suffered the same fate. It was 
pure luck! Leeds United attacked the Ger- 
man goal ferociously. Undaunted, the reshuf- 
fled German team pulled themselves 
together and miraculously scored two goals! 
As a result, Bayern, Munich, defeated Leeds 
United 2-0. 

Cramer has been hailed as the discoverer 
of Football superstar Franz Beckenbauer and 
of the young and most promising player, 
Rummemgge. — Again, Cramer refused to 
acknowledge credit. “There is no such thing 
as a “Beckenbauer Entdecker ,” — objec- 
tively nor true. A goodplayer discovers him- 
self." He added that, “It is also not true that a 
coach can make a player. A coach can make a 
team but not an individual player.” He refer- 
red to the German word “Erziehung”- 
edu cation, which literally means to draw out, 
what is a ready within. Thus, in tbe absence of 
innate talent, there isn't anything to bring 
out. 

Co-ordination is what a good football 
player needs, he added. Many a proud father 
has gone to Cramer for a request — to watch 
their sons play football. Gamer need but 
take a brief look at the way the boy is running 
to the ball, and he can tell whether be is going 
to be a good player or not.

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Gardener tells how to do it 


Turning desert into garden 


By Kathy Land 

JEDDAH — Taming the barrenness of a 
brand new garden and the appetides of five 
growing children is a formidable task, but 
Joan Noto, wife of Mobil Saudi Arabia 
executive vice-president Lou Noto, has 
turned sandy expanse into a green landscape 
of aesthetic and practical proportions in just 
nine months. Apart from displaying a stun- 
ning variety of local and tropical flowering 
plants, her garden has abundant home-grown 
vegetables and herbs that provide a' steady 
supply of nutritious ingredients for family 
meals. 

The garden provides food and a pleasant 
outlook, showing what Mother Nature can do 
when given the helping hand of water and 
fertilizer. After the initial effort of bringing in 
topsoil and the original plants, the garden is 
almost self-perpetuating. Seeds from former 
flowers give life to new plants, and cuttings 
from pruning sessions provide starter plants 
for the other areas. In the vegetable section, 
yields of tomatoes and peppers can be dried 
and the seeds used to produce new seedlings 
for the next crop. Noto finds the warm di- 
mate of Jedah ideal for encouraging growth. 
She says the key to maintaining a lush garden 
in Jeddah, apart from having a gardener with 
ten green fingers, is adequate water and fertil- 
izer. 

“Without fail we water twice a day and 
fertilize about every 10 days,” Noto said. 
“The waterings take place usually in the 
morning and evening as the heat of the mid- 
day sun can scorch wet leaves. For some prob- 
lem areas, such as patches of the lawn, we've 
had to lay down extra top soil and fertilizer 
such as fowl manure. From there we kept 
re-seeding the lawn." 

Almost all the garden is generously 
covered in green except for a few stubborn 
patches skillfully disguised with carefully 
placed rocks. The many varieties of plants are 
complemented by numerous plotted plants 
lining the sidewalks and steps of,the home's 
inner courtyard. The flowering plants include 
zinneas. candy tuft, privet, bougainvillea and 
oleander. Local varieties such as Jeddah 
daisies, desert flowers and ground covers 
intermingle with the more common tropical 
plants. Herbs include basil, parsley and 
chives. In the vegetable department are rad- 
ish. lettuce, calery, tomatoes, peppers and 
sweet potatoes. A watermelon vine is also 
starting to flourish. 

Noto said most of the original plants grew 
from seed brought from the United States, 
but the garden has now reached the stage 
where plants are reproducing themselves and 
creating their own special environment. Her 
choice of fertilizer is Pokon. Both Mr. and 
Mrs. Noto come from Italian- American 
families, and some of their favorite meals are 


made from recipes handed down over gener- 
ations. Mrs. Noto says two family favorites 
should be shared with readers. Both are tasty 
spaghetti sauces and both make good use of 
the vegetables and herbs growing in the Noto 
garden. The fust racipe is for Pesto, a Genov- 
ese dish, Genoa being the home of Mrs. 
Noto's mother's family. She says there are 
many variations of the recipe, but most use 
pine nuts. Her family redpe uses walnuts. 

Pesto: 

You will need a generous handful of basil 
and another of parsley, 200 grams of softened 
crean cheese, 200 grams of softened butter. 1 
cup chopped walnuts, chopped garlic to taste, 
enough olive oil -to keep the mixture smooth 
and creamy, grated parmesan cheese , salt and 
pepper. 

Combine basil, parsley, garlic and oil in a 
blender or food processor. When smooth, 
add softened -cream cheese and butter and 
more oil if necessary to keep the mixture 
smooth. Add salt and pepper to taste, then 
the nuts and some cheese and combine all 
together. The mixture should be thick and 
creamy, not runny, and should taste like basil. 
Taste as you proceed, adding more basil; 
parsley or garlic as you like. To make a full 
meal of fee above sauce, freshly cooked 
green beans and boded potatoes could be 
added. If this is done more suace Will be 
required. The above amount of sauce is suit- 
able for around 500 grams of regatoni paste. 
The pesto sauce recipe can easily be doubled 
if necessary. 

Fresh Tomato and Basil Sauce 

The ingredients are 8 tablespoons of olive 
oil, around 700 grams skinned tomatoes, 
seeded and chopped (or fee equivalent 
amount of canned tomatoes well drained), 
two doves garlic chopped, three leaves fresh 
basil chopped or Vz teaspoon dried basil 
(Noto actually uses about 12 leaves fresh 
basil but this is a matter of taste), salt and 
pepper to taste, around 500 grams spaghetti 
or vennidHi. Put the olive oil (a fruity olive 
oil from Southern Italy is best) in a deep 
serving dish wife the chopped tomatoes, fee 
garlic and basil and marinate for two to four 
hours at room temperature. Season to taste 
with salt and pepper and stir the sauce gently. 
Cook the paste in a large amount of rapidly 
boiling, well salted water until tender. Drain 
well. Add sauce and stir gently. Serve 
immediately .This redpe makes, three to four 
servings but doubles easily although if dou- 
bled, extra garlic may be needed. Fora more 
subtle gailic flavor, crush fee doves rather 
than chop them, and remove from the sauce 
before combing wife paste. Parsley and 
oregano can be substituted for basil. One hot 
chili pepper and 120 grams of pitted black 
Italian olives can be added to the tomatoes 
before marinating. Remove the pepper 
before servin

This will require a total world increase in 
coal consumption from 2.5 billion metric tons 
this year to 6 billion or 7 billion tons by 2000, 
and annual growth rate of 4 to 4.5 per cent, 
about the same rate as coal use grew during 
the 1950s, the study said. Reserves are 
ample, so vast they ate “difficult to com- 


prehend," iota ling about 250 times the world 
1 977 production. 

It will take money, about $ 200 billion over 
the coming two decades for mining, trans- 
port, ports and ships, the study said, and $700 
billion for construction and conversion of 
power plants. Government help dearly will 
be essential, not only in providing capital but 
aba in smoothing licensing procedures, provid- 
ing S stable investment climate and setting up 
believable environmental standards. 

The researchers acknowledged that coafs 
environmental impact is one of its most con- 
iToverial aspects. However, they said, crude 
oil at $ 35 a barrel means that coal can cost up 
to$ 165 per metric ton and still be cheaper. 
Right now, the study said, all environmental 
requirements on mining , reclamation emis- 
sions and wastes can be met at an average of$ 
35 a ton in Japan, for example, where con- 
trols arc strict, and the total cost per ton is $ 
80. 

“It is likely that environmental concerns or 
control costs will predude the development 
of certain sites or certain coal resources ” the 
study said. 


Silver bust 
puts Hunt 

family %900m 
in debt 

WASHINGTON, May 24 (R) - The bil- 
lionaire Hunt family of Texas has been left 
with debts of about $ 900 million after the 
recent plunge in silver prices. Federal 
Reserve Chairman Paul Volcker said Friday. 
Eleven U.S. banks and one foreign bank have 
agreed to provide a S 1 .1 bQlion loan to help 
to liquidate the debt in an orderly manner, he 
said in an interim report to Congress on the 
Hunts' transactions on the silver futures mar- 
ket. 

The report did not say bow much each 
member of the family owes. Nelson Bunker 
Hunt and his brother W. Herbert Hunt have 
said they operated independently but other 
family members also were involved. 

Volker said that, in addition to the $ 900 
million debt, the Hunts already have repaid $ 
700 million to brokerage houses and a metals’ 
firm that financed their silver futures pur- 
chases. The Hunts failed to meet their com- 
mitments when the price of silver suddenly 
dropped in March from nearly $ 50 a troy 
ounce to about $ 1 2 dollars. 


Oman ponders oil price rise 


MUSCAT, May 24 (AFP) — Oman is con- 
sidering raising its ofl prices, Oman's Vice Ofl 
Minister Salim Shaabane said here Saturday. 
In an interview with the weekly Oman, he 
said that the sultanate, which is not a member 
of the Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries would increase its prices because 
of the difference between Omani prices and 
those charged by other producers. He said 
Omani output will total * *0.000 barrels a day 


before the end of the year. 

Angola has put its ofl prices up by $ 1 .80 to 
$ 35.50 per barrel, retroactive to May 1. a 
source close to the oil minister said Saturday . 

The increase follows those announced over 
the past week by many OPEC members after 
Saudi Arabia raked its base price from $ 26 to 
$ 28 a barrel. Angola is not an OPEC 
member. 


Emirates boosts LPG rate 


ABU DHABI, May 24 (R) — The 
United Arab Emirates (UAE) has raised 
the price of its liquefied petroleum gas by 
35 cents to $ 5.70 per million British 
Thermal Units, Ofl Minister Mana Said 
Oieiba said .Saturday. 


Oteiba told the official Emirates news 
agency that the increase is backdated to 

May I following an increase in the UAEs 
crude oil price of $ 2 a barrel announced 
earlier this week. One barrel of UAE 
crude oil now costs $ 31.65.- 


West Germans to study Baltic oil 


KIEL. May 24 (R) — A West German 
consortium has announced plans to begin the 
first commercial evaluation of offshore ofl in 
the German sector of the Baltic sea. The con- 
sortium, made up of Deutsche Texaco AG 
and Wimtershat AG, will erect two rigs in the 
Schwedeneck field, about nine miles from 
Kiel. 

The cost of the first phase of the project is 


estimated to be more than $ 55 million. The 
exploitable reserves are estimate to be in the 
region of 2.5 million tons and are located at a 
depth of about 1,500 meters (4 ,900 feet), the 
consortium said. 

The initial output will double oil produc- 
tion in Schleswig-Holstein, West Germany’s 
northernmost state. Existing oil production 
in the region is all from onshore wells.

need to shift the burden of the debate. We 
need to look carefully at export license 
denials, whether for reasons of national sec- 
urity or foreign policy.

An assistant, John CX. Donaldson, said 
that the burden is now on the exporter to 
show that his product would not be harmful 
to the United States in Soviet hands. 

Askew’s speech to the Aerospace Indus- 
tries Association of America in Williams- 
burg, Virginia, was made available in 
Washington Friday. 

Askew said the unfair burden mainly 
enables competitors to make the sale. In the 
aerospace industry, where the United States 
has a big lead, .he said, refusals may streng- 
then the ability of other countries to get into 
the market 

Askew’s proposal was one of a series on 
removing what he called “disincentives” to 
Americans trading with other countries. 

The others included: 

— “Clarification" of the foreign corrupt 
practices act. 

“I would not for a moment suggest " he 
said “that we should in any way condone 
bribery of foreign officials by American 


businessmen. But this law as now written is so 
■ vague and so ambiguous that American 
businessmen simply cannot be certain of what 
it means or what it compels them to do." 

Askew did not say which points he wanted 
clarified. 

— Unspecified c ha ng es in the U.S. tax law 
to help Americans living and working 
abroad. 

He said present laws discourage U .S. com- 
panies from doing business in other coun- 
tries, or hiring Americans there when they 
do. 

— Passage of a bill to encourage creation of 
export trading companies that would help 
smaller companies go into the export busi- 
ness. 

— Matching by the United States of what 
he called "the excessively low export credit 
rates” offered by other governments to 
encourage the sale of their goods to third 
countries. If that were done, he said, the 
competing governments probably would 
agree to set the rates higher. 

He called “inadequate" what he described 
as an offer by Europeans last week to raise 
rates agreed in 1 978. The proposed increase, 
he said, was 0-25 per cent for poor countries 
and 0.75 per cent for loans "to relatively rich 
and intermediate countries."

Joseph D. Giairaputo, success- 
ful publishing executive, was tying on a

3,000 of his wife’s money and $ 2 million 
of someone elsefs he launched Venture, 
“the magazine for entrepreneurs." 

While there is a statistical rule of thumb 
for failure in the magazine business, there 
is no comparable rule for success. 
Magazines with small circulations often 
make it. Others with big numbers some- 
times fail. Money alone is no guarantee.. 

Contrary to most beliefs, a good editor- 
ial product is necessary but not always the 
most important ingredient Success, says 
Tannen, “is based on how good your busi- 
ness concept is, how smart you develop 
your circulation and advertising plans." 
“No matter what anyone says,” said Barry 
Conforte, who took over New Brooklyn 
from the Brooklyn Chamber of Com- 
merce, “great design, great editorial and 
promotion — they’re easy. The tough part 
is getting the ads.” 

Magazine executives say experience 
counts heavily in succeeding with a new 
publication: former publishers, advertis- 
ing executives and editors have a better 
chance than someone entering the field 
for the first time. 

Even so, getting involved in a new 
magazine is not unlik e backing a broad- 
way show or taking a trip to a gambling 
casino. About $ 1 millio n is needed to start 
^magazine and the estimate is that about 
one out of 10 can be expected to succeed. 
“Many tend to be undercapitalized" , said 
Robert C. Gardener , senior vice president 
of the Magazine Publishers Association. 
“They don’t have the staying power and 
fall by the wayside.” 

Those that survive often take years to 
get into tiie black — the rule of thumb is 
five years and$ 5 million before they make 
money. 

Prime Time magazine, (circulation 
117,000), which was born last December 
aimed at 45 to 65 year olds, is hoping to 
turn a profit by next year. “We’ll have 
eaten up about $ 5 million by then," said 
executive vice-president David O' Brasky. 

John Walsh, editor of I aside Sports said 
that startup costs ran about $ 10 million 
and “it takes a couple of years to make 
money”.

N. Ireland wins British soccer title 


CARDIFF. Wales. May 24 ( Agencies) — 
A 23rd minute goal by Noel Brotherston fol- 
lowed by heroic defensive work gave North- 
ern Ireland the British Soccer Championship 
outright for the first time for 66 years tonight. 
They beat Wales 1-0 here to finish with five 
points from three games and leave Scodand 
and England, who met in Glasgow Saturday 
in the unusual position of battling for second 
place. 

After the balding Brotherston had slid 
home a left foot shot from a pass by Billy 
Hamilton Walesan also seeking the champ- 
ionship, launched a wave of attacks. But the 
Irish rearguard held out manfully, and behind 
them goalkeeper Jim Platt was always secure. 

As many as 10 men were thrust behind the 
ball to frustrate the probing runs of Leighton 
James and Mickey Thomas. The Irish relied 
largely on breakaways, with skipper Sammy 
Mcllroy s pace causing sporadic problems to 
Wales' three-man defense.

Meanwhile, Bob Paisley of Liverpool Fri- 
day was named as English soccer Manager of 
the Year for a record fourth time in the last 
five years. John Lyall. manager of Football 
Association Cup winners West Ham, won the 
second division award. 

Paisley received a check for $ 5.600 for 
steering Liverpool to its 12th league champ- 
ionship. His record with Liverpool since suc- 
ceeding Bill Shankly six years ago includes 
four league titles, two European Cup succes- 
ses and a UEFA Cup victory. 

George Kerr, manager of champions 
Grimsby, won the third division award, with 
Mick Buxton of fourth division winners Hud- 
dersfield collecting that divisional award. 

In other soccer action, a headed goal in the 
84th minute by midfield player Fedor Chere- 
nkov sank France’s hopes of collecting their 
first international soccer victory on Soviet 


soil Friday night The goal, from well-flighted 
cross from the left wing by Sergei Chavlo, 
gave the Soviet Union a 1-0 win over the 
Frenchmen and their third consecutive inter- 
national victory. 

Cherenkov’s goal crowned an excellent 
display by the 21 -year-old, who was the out- 
standing player in a lackluster Soviet side.

duplicate this result Instead, 
Dornbusch undertook the 
grand fdany 

He won the dub lead in his 
hand, played the ace of 
trumps (he was afraid West 
might have the singleton 
queen), led a dub to the queen 
and took a trump finesse. Hie 
finesse succeeded, but he later 
lost a trump trick and went 
down me. 

Had Dornbusch taken two 
trump finesses through East 
— that is, without leading the 
ace of trumps first — he would 
have been 2,310 points better 
off. He would also have won 
the match instead of lasing it. 

It is doubtful whether, in the 
long history of bridge, there 
has ever been such a dramatic 
combination of circumstances 
revolving about one deal. 
Dornbusch became the goat of 
the year, having played one 
deal and cost his team the 
match! Moreover, the hand 
itself proved to be very 
instructive because, though 
the ace of hearts safety play 
looked attractive, it was in 
fact a horrible blunder. 

In attempting to guard 
against West holding the 
singleton queen, Dornbusch in 
effect neglected to guard 
against the singleton 7, 6, 4 or 
2. These four singletons were 
four times as likely to occur as 
the singleton queen, and 
Dombusch’s ace play at trick 
two was decidedly against the 
odds.

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S. Korea officials 


release prisoners 


KWANGJU, South Korea, May 24 (AP) 
— In the First steps toward a permanent truce 
in this violence-tom dry. martial law’ officials 
released 34 prisoners Saturday and pledged 
not to attack if citizen leaders succeed in 
restoring order. 

The partial concession to the demands of 
the Kwangju insurgency leaders was reported 
byTjo Cbol-Hyun. a Roman Catholic priest 
who part in day-long negotiations Friday. 

Meanwhile, a check of Kwangju hospitals 
showed the death toll and risen to 107 in the 
three days of anti- government rioting that 
ended early Thursday, with hundreds more 
wounded and injured. 

Citizen leaders said they had recovered 
about 3.000 of the estimated 4.000 small 
arms and most of the ammunition, grenades 
and explosives looted by demonstrators from 
police stations and military posts during the 


□prising. Return of these weapons was a con- 
dition imposed by the martial law authorities 
for refraining from another military move 
against the rebels. 

Still unresolved were the dtizen leaders" 
demands that the government promise no 
retaliation against the rioters, acknowledge 
publicly that paratroopers sent into Kwangju 
last weekend used ** excessive' measures ” in 
trying to subdue political protests, compen- 
sate die families of the casualties, and make 
public a " true account” of the bloody 
events. 


Eyewitnesses claim the paratroopers used 
rifle butts, bayonets and finally bullets in 
efforts to quell what began last weekend as a 
peaceful protest against the government’s 
martial law crackdown and arrest of political 
leaders. 


Washington to stand clear 
of S. Korean political strife 


SEOUL, May 24 (WP) — The United 
Slates does not plan to apply any significant 
pressures on South Korea's military rulers 
and is not considering any threat to withdraw 
American troops as a retaliatory move, 
according to information available here. 

U.S. officials here and in Washington are 
said to feel that security comes fust and that 
any attempt to intervene might further 
weaken an already divided nation. 

Although there are no indications that 
North Korean Communist forces plan to take 
advantage of the South’s troubles, the United 
States is said to feel that defense of this 
strife-ridden ally is the First priority. 

The military takeover that began eight 
days ago was another in a series of surprises 
for American officials here and it dealt a 
devastating setback Id the U.S. Embassy's 
effort to support civilian efforts to promote a 
program of democratization. 

They are now faced with a situation in 
which real power is held by a group of gener- 
als in certain respects hostile to American 
interference and determined to run south 
Korea in their own way. Their takeover 
blocked the American-supported movement 
toward constitutional reform and new elec- 


tions. 

A major question has been whether the 
United States might strike back by withdraw- 
ing some of the more than 30,000 American 
troops stationed here or by applying 
economic sanctions. 

The best available indication is that no 
military, economic or diplomatic pressure is 
being planned. The state department state- 
ment that the military takeover is "" deeply 
disturbing” is as far as the United States will 
go at this time. The only other tactic was a 
warning that Americans should travel here 
only if absolutely necessary because of 
dangerous conditions, a warning that could 
have economic disadvantages for this coun-

Snakes take town 


DACCA, May 24 (R) — People fled 
screaming when scores of poisonous snakes 
up to two meters long took over Mymensingh 
town 1 90 kilometers from Dacca, the Bengali 
newspaper Sangbad has reported. 

Traffic was diverted as nearly 100 hissing 
snakes searched for new hideouts after road 
repair workers disturbed a nest in the center 
of the town. Nobody was bitten, Sangbad 
said.

It was an example of the new military lead- 
er^ indifference to American influence since 
the assassination last October of President 
Park Chung Hee. They gave no advance 
warning when they took command of the 
armed forces in a coup on Dec. 12. The 
embassy and Gen. John Wickham, comman- 
der of U.S. forces here, were furious at the 
move. They were surprised again when the 
generals put one of their own, Lt. Gen. Chun 
Doo Hwan, in charge of the Korean Central 
Intelligence Agency. 

The surprises were deliberate. Chun and a 
half-dozen colleagues are known to resent 
American influence here and to a certain 
degree are motivated by an anti- American 
nationalism. When reports circulated that 
U.S. officials disapproved his appointment to 
the KC1 A, he told reporters that should be no 
concern of the Americans. 

U.S. military officials made a minor protest 
of that appointment by refusing to schedule a 
joint U.S.-South Korean military consulta- 
tion that had been tentatively arranged for 
this time of year. 

Friction between the two countries' military 
organizations is considerable, sources here 
have confirmed, and there is said to be a lack 
of trust at the highest level between Wick- 
ham's command and the group of generals 
who took power in December by ousting 
senior generals with whom American com- 
manders had been comfortable. 

It stems primarily from Chun's sudden 
movement of troops out from under Wick- 
ham's joint command during the December 
rebellion. That violated a long-standing 
agreement under which those troops should 
not have been moved without Wickham's 
authorization. 

In the military’s current campaign to con- 
trol student unrest and the near-insurrection 
still underway in the city of Kwangju, no 
troops under the joint co mm and have been 
illegally' moved out of position, sujrces here 
say. 

The American attitude now appears to be 
to make the best of a deteriorating political 
situation and hope that things turn for the 
better. There is a belief that pressures will 
increase in Washington to withdraw support 
for South Korea, with some politicians 
criticizing a policy of continuing to work with 
a military regime.

HAVANA. May 24 (AP) — Organized 
groups of Cubans gather each day in from of 
tiie homes left by the Cuban refugees who 
fled to the United States, and they chant abu- 
sive slogans.

Cuba rejects 


refugee talks 


KEY WEST. Florida. May 24 (AP) — 
The Cuban government Friday formally 
rejected a ibree-n3tioD request for negotia- 
tions on the refugee exodus, increasing 
chances the mass migration of Cubans to Key 
West will end once the last boat leaves Mariel 
Harbor. 

The United States. Great Britain and 
Costa Rica last weekend had proposed talks 
between the four countries in order to organ- 
ize the exit of Cubans wishing to leave their 
country. The proposal called for refugees to 
be allowed to freely travel to nations willing 
to receive them. 

But a Havana Radio broadcast, monitored 
in Miami, said the Cuban Foreign Ministry 
"rejected the proposal and returned it. stres- 
sing that in principle it had received it only for 
reasoos of courtesy” 

The broadcast said the proposal was 
“totally unacceptable” and called it “an 
international attempt to meddle in Cuba's 
internal affairs.” 

Cuba's rejection of the proposal was not a 
surprise as Fide) Castro’s government had 
fainted earlier it wanted nothing to do with a 
multilateral proposal. 

The broadcast said Cuba would be in touch 
with countries on a bilateral basis. Cuba has 
attempted to link a solution to the flotilla and 
the refugees still at the U.S. interest section in 
Havana to a larger bilateral discussion of 
U-S.^Cuban relations. 

Meanwhile, a steady stream of refugee 
boats returning from the Cuban port of 
Mariel swelled the 35-day total past 7 1 ,000 
Friday, including the youngest refugee. 
Reina Mariela Miranda. She - was bom about 
eight hours before the Reef Queen packed 
with 308 refugees, docked here early Friday. 
The baby’s name means Queen Mariel. 


of Havana where some 68.000 Cubans have 
boarded small boats for -the risky 144.8 
kilometer voyage to Key West, Florida, and a 
new life in America. 

But in other buildings, relatives and friends 
who stayed behind suffer the abuse. 

Posters taped to the buildings show worms 
and rodents climbing into a garbage can 
marked with the U.S. flag, or a long-nosed 
Unde Sam acting the pied piper and followed 
by a string of rats. Other signs label the own- 
ers scum and riff-raff. 

Similar anti-American posters and others 
carrying quotes from Castro can be seen 
throughout Havana, but they are carefully 
taped or tacked to walls, not smeared on with 
paste, in line with the government's firm 
determination to keep Havana dean. 

And Havana, will} a population of two mil- 
lion, is remarkably dean. There is little trash 
in the streets. 

One foreigner suggested there was no 
rubbish because of the paper shortage, and 
no graffiti because there are no spray cans. 
But the cleanliness campaign is a sparkling 
success. 

Havana is not a bustling rity , and the sinful 
damor of its pre- Castro days is gone. The 
government proclaims there is no unemp- 
loyment and no prostitution. 

One taxi driver spoke proudly of his 
Soviet-made Lada. “It's strong and doesn't 
use much gas,” he said. Among other 
recently imported cars are compact Hats 
from Italy and Chevrolets manufactured in 
Argentina, but the most common private cars 
are still prc-1959 U.S. autos, held together 
with locally made pans and determination. 

All stores and shops arc state-owned. The 
busy stores are butcher shops and others sel- 
ling rationed items and lines of customers 
extend into the streets. 

The thousands of Soviet advisers in Cuba 
maintain a low profile. Several Cuban gov- 
ernment offidal5 invited three Russians to 
have a drink at La Bodeguita, a small bar said 
to be a favorite of the late American writer 
Ernest Hemingway. 

The Russians, sweating in their dark 
browns suits, dutifully nodded and shook 
hands with their short-sleeved hosts and, 
unsure of where to stop, continued down the 
line, also grasping the hand of a surprised 
American reporter. 

A government showcase is the Museum of 
the Revolution, housed in the white presiden- 
tial palace that was the last Cuban home of 
the late Fulgenrio Batista. The dictator 
Batista was overthrown by Castro's guerril- 
las. who established the revolutionary gov- 
ernment Jan. 1, 1959. 


Indian prince dies in Calcutta slum 


NEW DELHJ, May 24 (AFP) — Prince 
Mirza Mohammed Bedar Bukht Bahadur, 
last direct descendant of the last Moghul 
emperor of Inida. Bahadur Shah 2a far. died 
a poor, disillusioned and unsung man Friday 
in theTaltala slums of Calcutta, according to 
reports reaching here Saturday. 


Prince Mirza was once important enough 
for the British to have ordered his extem- 
ment from India. But he hid with the help of 
his relatives and friends. When the order was 


lifted in 1 937 he was 17 years old. His father. 
Prince Mirza Mohammed Jam shed Bukht 
Bahadur, died when he was nine months old. 

The British gave him a pension of 10 
rupees (just over one dollar) a month but this 
was increased by the Indian government to 
400 rupees after independence. 

Prince Mirza first worked in a rubber fac- 
tory in Bihar, east India, and later moved to 
Calcutta. He lived there until his death with 
his wife. Sultana Begum, a son and four 
daughters.

We tried to pressure the British government 
to prevent screening the film which is a cul-

THE HAGUE, May 24 (AP) — The 
World Court unanimously ordered Iran 
Saturday to release the American hostages 
and declared in a split decision that Iran must 
also pay damages to the United States for the 
six months hostage affair. 

The court said the seizure of the hostages 
and endorsement of the action by the Iranian 
government demonstrate “successive and 
continuing breaches'’ by Iran of its obliga- 
tions under international conventions and the 
treaty between Iran and the United States. 


Iran ignored an interim ruling by the court 
in December that the hostages be freed. 

The International Court of Justice, the jud- 
icial arm of the United Nations, did not rule 
on an American cl aim that Iran be ordered to 
put on trial those responsible for the Nov. 4 
seizure of the U.S. Embassy in Tehran. 


The court decided by a vote of 12-3 that 
Iran is obligated to pay damages to the 
United States. But the justices left the ques- 
tion of the amount of damages to later pro- 
ceedings when the crisis ends and damages 
can be assessed. 


Along with repeating its December order 
for release of the hostages, the court unanim- 
ously declared that no hostage may be tried 
or forced to be a witness in Iran. The militant 
students holding the hostages have pressed 
for a trial for those hostages they allege are 
spies. 


The court said it understood the frustration 
of the United States in attempting to rescue 
the hostages last month, but said it was bound 
to observe that the operation was “of a kind 
calculated to undermine respect for the judi- 
cial role in international relations.” 


The ruling noted that violations of dip- 
lomatic privileges by individuals and groups 
are “deplorable.” 

“But this case is unique. Here it is not only 
individuals and groups that have set at nought 
the inviolability of diplomatic privileges, but 
the government of that state," the court said.
